KRUGER  -  South  African  Progenitor 


Origen 

The  KRUGER's  origins  are  German.  Two  derivations  are  given: 

•  The  first  is  from  the  German  krug,  meaning  an  inn  or  tavern,  and  kruger  or  kroger  would  describe  a  host  or 
innkeeper.  The  name  occurs  mainly  in  northern  Germany. 

•  The  second  is  from  kruog,  meaning  jug  or  pot.  Kruger  here  was  an  occupational  name  for  a  maker  or  seller  of 
mugs,  pitchers  and  jugs.  This  explanation  seems  to  apply  to  the  Krugers  in  southern  Germany. 

Occupational  surnames  were  often  the  first  to  be  used,  but  they  usually  only  became  hereditary  when  a  son  or 
perhaps  a  grandson  of  the  founder,  continued  in  the  same  trade  or  profession.  In  this  case  there  are  some  very  early 
recordings  in  the  surviving  German  rolls  and  charters  of  the  Middle  Ages,  and  these  include  Lotze  Crugir  of  Kassel  in 
1351and  Henecke  Krogher  of  Hannover,  in  1420.  The  most  famous  name  holder  is  probably  Paulus  Kruger,  (1825  - 
1904)  the  president  of  the  free  Boer  Republic  of  the  Transvaal  from  1881  to  1902. 

There  are  more  Krugers  in  northern  than  in  southern  Germany;  thus  probably  more  Krugers  derived  from  krug  than 
from  kruog.  Recorded  in  many  spellings  including  Kroger,  Kruger,  Krug,  Kroge,  Krogmann,  Krochmann,  and 
Krugmann,  it  has  two  possible  origins  both  occupational. 


The  South  African  Progenotor 

Jacob  Kruger  (Cruger,  Kruger,  Krugel,  Kruger)  was  born  on  28  Jul  1690  in  Sadenbeck,  Prignitz,  Brandenburgland 
[Germany].  He  was  the  son  of  Frantz  Kruger  and  Elizabeth  (Pemoller)  Kruger.  Jacob  immigrated  on  a  ship  called 
"Middelwout  "to  South  Africa  on  29  Jan  1714  and  was  employed  but  the  VOC  as  a  soldier.  In  1718  he  was  granted 
property  and  became  a  farmer  in  the  SANDFELT  district.  On  1  May  1718  in  de  Caep  de  Goede  Hoop,  Dutch  Cape 
Colony  [South  Africa]  he  married  a  Jannetje  Kemp.  Togeter  they  had  9  children:
